It is unclear whether 
Applicants intended to cancel claim 22 or merely to amend claim 22. It is also unclear as to whether the cancellation of claims 14-24 
is a typographical error that should have indicated that claims 23-24 were cancelled. Applicant is required to clarify the record as to 
all descrepencies and provide the proper status identifiers for each claim.
